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EDITORIAL 

COEDUCATION 

It is commonly acknowledged that a coeducational school offers 
numerous, cxclusivo advantages to its student body. However, one 
rarely considers tho entiro scope of theso advantages. Further than 
from tho social aspect, -wo seldom realize (how greatly coeducation 
enriches our school lifo. 

In sotocting a prop school ono chooses mainly between a coedu- 
cational and an all-girls' or all-boys* school, whe^e ahy association 
with tho opposite sox will bo, for (tho most part, social. Tho popu- 
lar advertisement for a coed school such as Gould is tho fact that, 
during our most formative years in school, we livo in normal, 
wholesome association with members of tho opposite sox. Evbn this 
fact usually connotes a scene of boys and girls discussing matters 
of interest with oach other over their threo meals a day; or mixed 
groups talking and joking on the campus and before and after class- 
es at school; or tho movio dates, dances, and parties which obvi- 
ously aro not so frequent at an all-girls' or an all-boys* sohool. 

Howovor, u ® especially consider K£he part that coeducation 
plays -in our curricular land oxtra-ourricular |llfo. We shall stee that 
at Gould, as at all coed schools, our class room work and our school 
organizations benofit by jtho combined masculine and feminine 
viowpoint and participation. Of this fact, wo have prolific exam- 
ples all around us. 

In tho class room the thoughts and outlooks of tho boys* which 
bccauso of their diverse interests, differ largely from ,tihose of tho 
girls, broaden tho horizon of the class, and vice versa. 

Such teamwork is also shown in our school sports. Tho boys' 
oxtsnsivo athlotie program is supplemented by that of tho girls, in 
tho form of the Girls' Athletic Association. Each helps to show the 
other to advantage. 

•In such organizations a# our Student’ Council and the BLUE 
AND GOLD and yearbook staffs, tho participation »and initiative of 
both boys'and girls sorvo Jto broaden and enrich the fruits of each 
group. 

Even more obvious, perhaps, are the advantages of coeduca- 
tion in such groups as the musical organizations and dramatic 
.group. . . .Wo aro thus able to boast not only tho separate boys’ and 
girls' glee clubs, but al*o the Varsity, fthe mixed band, orchestra, 
and tho Chapman Club. And how much better it is to have ready- 
mado male and .female characters for our plays!
